PART 3 

fBerkeley, CalifJ - Child health 
care is a serious problem in poor 
communitie® throughout Ameri¬ 
ca. Unabie to afford the high fee® 
of private doctor®, Iow income 
patents are often unabie to 
provide their children with the 
consistent health care they need 
in order to enjoy good health as 
aduJts. Meny üiseases untreated 
or undeteeted in childhood rnay 
cfluae major problem® or even 
prove fatai in laterlife. 

Since its founding in 1971, the 
People's Free Medical Clinic ha® 
been offering a model, compre- 
hensive child health care program 
in its Pediatrics Clinic — a 
particularly vital service in the 
Bay Area due to widespread 
lack of child health care facilities 
here. 

The Pediatrics Clinic holds 
sessions every Thursday from 2 to 
4 p,m, Parents are encouraged to 

brijig their children in not only 
«'hen tiicy are sick but al®o for 

regular physical exarmnations. 
The Pediatrics Clinic is conducted 
with the assistance of doctors 
from nearby Children *s Hospi tal 
which also aids the Clinic with 
any referral® that may be nece®- 
Sary. 

ROUTINE CHECKS 

At Pediatrics Clinic sessions 
children, including infant®, are 
given routine checks snch as 
temperaUire, blood press ure, 
urinalysis, screening for Sickle 
Cell Anemia, iron deficiency 
anemia and tuberculosi®. Parent® 
are urged to have their children 
vaccinated to prevent such 
diseases as polio and German 
measles, 

Children suffering from a part- 
icular illnea® are trented or, if 
necessary, referred to another 
doctor. 

Since their child's health is 
always of primary concern to 
parents, the doctors and the 
Clinic patiënt advocates — lay 
volunteers — talk at length with 
parents about the individual 
health needs and problems of 
their child, Advice is offered on 
the imporfance of preventative 
health care and methods parents 
can Implement to achieve goed 
health for their children. 

The Clinic views foliow-up as 
key to the success of child health 
care and therefore stress es to 


parents the need for them to 
brmg their children in for regular 
check-ups. Any special problems 
are given careful, ongoing atten- 
tion. 

Like the other services of the 
People's Free Medical Clinic, the 
Pediatrics Clinic is very popular. 
Children, who are often afraid of 
doctors, flnd that the doctors and 


other Clinic staff are their 
friends, Parents appreciate the 
thorough, gentle menner in which 
their children are treated. 

As more and more people learn 
about the Pediatrics Clinic, how- 
ever, additional volunteer doctors 
^111 be needed to maintain this 
vital community health service.

Tuberculosis (TB) is a disease 
that af Biets 30,000 American® 
annually, particulariy Black and 
poor people, bul can be easily 
prevented and cured through 
simple testing and inexpensive 
drugs. 

Caused by germs wdiich may 
be found in as many as 16 
million people nationwide, TB is 
a respiratory disease produced 
hy genns which enter the body 
and then attack the lungs. When 
body resistance is strong, the 
germs usually become dormant 
and are encased in hard cap¬ 
sules called tubercles. How r ever, 
if resistance w f eakens, the germs 
may break out into the lungs, 

TB symptoms include cough- 
ing a wheezing, weakness, un- 
explained weight loss, loss of 
appetite and spitting up of 
biood. Becauso TB is most 
commo n amp ng people wjiii 
inadequate nutrition ;-\nf1 w-n..

ditions, Black people and other 
poor people have TB at four 
times the rate of White®, 

TB is a contagious disease 
spread by germs which may 
be inhaled from the air, not, as it 
is widely believed, by eating 
utensils or handling objects 
touched by an infected person, 
Brief exposure to a few TB 
germs rarely infects a person — 
only constant day-to-day con¬ 
tact. 

The infected people who run 
the greatest risk of getting 'FB 
are thcise who had the disease 
years ago when treatment may 
not have been sufficiënt: some- 
one with diabete® or someone 
with the dust disease silicosis, A 
person taking cortisone medi- 
cine or anyone under 20 years 
old also has a high risk of getting 
TB. 

1 estïng for TB consists of a 
simple prick on the arm. If the 
wound becomes inflamed, indi- 
cating that TB may be present, 
chest X rays and laboratory test? 
are then conducted. 

I reatment usually consists of 
a combination of drugs, eom- 
monly an inexpensive drug 
called INH, plus one or two 
bthers. Because of the new 
methods of treatment, TB 
victitns are no jonger hospital- 
ixed for long portod® of time as 
they were previouslv.

jobless worker can receive unem- 
plöyment benefits Officials are 
now predfeting that an ad dit ion ai

Only 63 workers had lost their 
unemployment benefits in Jami- 
ary, 1975, meaning that contrary 
to govemment reports, jobless 
workers are not being rehired. 

Onemeasure of the recession's 
effect on unemployment is that 
some B0 States are in danger of 
exhausting their unemployment 
Insurance funds. The Guardian 
newspaper reports that Mary- 
Utnd, the District of Columbia and 
Florida have already had to 
böïTow from the federal govern- 
ment in order to keep from going 
ban knipt . 

About 5,4 miliion workers are 
still drawing unemployment In¬ 
surance now, out of an official'' 
unemployed labor force of over 
seven miliion. Experts add that 
the actual Jevel of unemployment 
is severaJ ümes higher whenthose 
who have stopped looking for 
work are induded.

GET POORER 



DUtribution Of Income 
Increaiingly Unequal 

|Boston, Mass.) - A Harvard 
University Black economist said 
last week that rcsults of a recent 
study show that the distribution 
o f menme in the United States has 
become increasingly unequal 
during the past five years, with 
Blacks and poor White9 losing 
ground, 

Andrew F. Brimmer told the 
142nd annual meeting of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science that, Tn 
genera!, over the last five years, 
income has been redistributed so 
as to favor Whites v$„ Blacks, 
the better off vs. the poor, the 
newer regions of the country' 
the old and the suburbs vs. both 
rural areas and central cities, 
reported the Oakland Tribune ^ 

"Moreover," Brimmer con tin- 
ued, "the outlook for a more,, 
equa! distribution of income over 
the rest of this decade is far from

bright," partly due to what he 
label ed an unwise national eco¬ 
nomie policy. 

Br immer described the present 
situation as “a reversa) of the 
trends evident during the pre- 
ceding decade," With the atrOng 
expansion of the economy in the 
’60s Blacks, poor Whites and 
the least-skilled received a larger 
sliare of total income, Brimmer 
pointe d out. 

"In contrast, during the last 
five years --- under the combined 
impact of high inflation rates and 
slower economie growih — these 
disad van taged groups have f allen 
further behind the moré fortunate 
members of society," Brimmer 
said T in commenting on what hé 
frankly called the deterioration of 
economie equiiy. 

Brimmer said he bebeves sev- 
eral basic changes are needéd. 
"Atnong these adoption of a 


national minimum income policy 
and federal govemment assurnp- 
tion of the public welfare burden 
are particulariy urgent," he 
notéd. 

He said Blacks received 562.9 
biliion in 1974, somé 6.8 per cént 
of the nation's total income while 
comprising 1L5 per cent of the 

population.

Poor Whites aho received a 
lessér portion of the country’s 
wealth, The iowest fifth of the 
White income groups earned 5.8 
per cent of White income in 1974, 
down from 5.9 per cent in 1969, 
Brimmer said, 

In 1974, the median income of 
American families amounted to 
$12,336. For White families the 
figure was £13,356: for families 
hé&dëd by Blacks or other 
minoritics, the median income 
was a paltry $8,265,

ham churches and homes, indud- 
ing the home of Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr,, during the 
famous Montgomery bus boy colt 
in 1957, AII were either acquitled 
or their charges were dropped.

Urge Widespread Rejettion Of Wallace Bid For Prosidency 


I Birmingham, Alabama) — 
One hundred and fifteen commu- 
nity leaders in 12 Southern States 
issued a joint statement last week 
condemning George Wallace as a 
politkal "trickster" who wou ld 
brïng a police state to America, 

Citing the Wallace record in 
Alabama, the Southerners urged 
the nation's voters to rejecl the 
Wallace presidential candidacy 
and what they call "Wallace- 
ism" in any other candidate. 
They said: 

"Wallace-ism is based on 
trickery. Wallace knows how to 
talk about the problems we face 
and the frustrations we feet but 
has nö concrele program for 
dealing with any of them. . . This 
poli tic al tactic is what brought 
Hitler to power and put the 
German people through the 
horrors of fascism," *

Signers of the statement in* 
clude Black and White trade 
umonists, church leaders, elected

"We now know how close wc 
came to a pöUce state with Nixon 
and Watergate.

Seale Eind l had no Ihpught of the 
Black Panther Party, no plan to 
head up any organization, and the 
ten-point program was stil] in the 
future.

Out of this need sprang the

Bobby lived near 
the campus t and his living room 
became a kind of headquarters. 
Although we were still iuvolved 
with Soul Students, we attended 
few meetings, and when we did 
go, our presence was mostly 
disruptive; we raised questions 
that upset people.

We drank beer and wine and 
ehewed over the political situa- 
tion, our sodal problems, and the 
me rits and shortcomings of the 
other groups.

We aiso read* The literature of 
oppressed people and their 
atmggles for liberation in other 
countries is vory iargc. and we

tJieir experiences might help us to 
understand our plight, We read 
the work of FranU Fanon, 
particularly The Wretched of the 
Earth+ the four volumes of 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung, and 
Che Guevara s Guerrilla War- 
fare, Che and Mao were veterans 
of poople's wars, and they had 
worked out successful strategies 
for liberating their people, 

We read these men's work 
becausc we saw them as kins- 
men; the oppressor who had 
controlled them was controlling 
us, both direct!y and indirectly. 

e believed it was necessary to 
know how they gained their 
freedom in order to go about 
getting ours, 

However, we did not want 
rnerely to import ideas and 
strategies; we had to transform 
what we learned into principles 
and methods acceptable to the 
brothers on the block, 

Mao and Canon and Guevara 
all saw clearly that the people had 
been stripped of their birthright 
and their dignity, not by any 
philosophy or more words, but at 
gunpoint* They had suffered p 
holdup by gangsters, and rapé; 
for them, the only wav to win 
freedom was to meet force with 
force. At bottom, this is a form of 
self-defense* 

Although that defense might at 


Èimes take on characteristics of 
aggression, in the final analysis 
the people do not initiate; they 
simply respond to what has been 
inflicted upon them. People 

^respect the exp^essionp (jstrengtb 
and diirnily dUplayt'd bï hwh 
who reïuse to bow to the weapons 
of oppression. 

Though it may mean death, 
these men will fight, because 
death with dignity is preferable to 
ignominy* Then. too, there is 
always the chance that the 
oppressor will be overwhelmed, 

Fftnon made a statement 
during the Algerian war that 
impressed me; he said it was the 
'year of the Boomerang,' 1 which 
is the third phase of violence. At 
that point. the violence of the 
aggressor turns on him and 
strikes a killing blow. Yet the 
oppressor does not understand 
the process; he knows no more 
than he did in the fitst phase 
when he ïaunched the violence. 
The oppressed are always defen- 
sive; the oppressor is always 
aggressive and surprised when 
the people turn back on him the 
force he has used against them. 

Negroes with Guns by Robert 
Williams had a great inftuence on 
the kind of party we developed, 
Williams had been active in 
Monroe. North Carolina, with a 
program of armed self-defense 
that had enlisted many in the 
community* However. I did not 
Uke the way he had called on the 
federat goverjment for assist- 

ance; we view the government

Mozambique And Rhodesia Fighl 
Three Hour Battle 

(Salisbury, Rhodesia) — Liberation forces from the People’s 
Republic of Mozambique clashed in a three-hour battle on February 
20 with troops from the neighboring White racist JLhodesian 
government. The incident was the first military encounter reported 
between Mozambique and Rhodesia (Zimbabwe) since the former 
won independence from Portugal last October. 

Accordingto a communiqué issued by the Rhodesian government 
of “Prime Minister 1 ' lan Smith, Mozambican forces fired on a 
tsetse fly control unit near Rhodesia's eastem border with 
Mozambique and hit a Rhodealan airplane. No cftsualties were

The Rhodesian government claims that 16,000 troops are training

struggle against neocolonialism since 1963. Several thousand 
ZANU militants have been imprisoned in large numbers by the 
Smith régime whïle others fled to Zambia, where over 2,000 of them 
have been tortured by the government of Dr. Kenneth Kaunda.

Moylan shot Tobler after the

REFUSED TO SUPPORT 

In April, 1973, Widener re¬ 
fused to support four positive 
poiice control initiatives on the 
election ballot, In July of that 
same year, he voted against a 
motion to forbid the re-hiring of 
Berkeley poiice officers who had 
been flred or asked to resign 
because of charges they had used 
unjustified physical violence, 

Berkeley Industrie! Park: In 
a 1971 campaign lonflet, Widener 


stated that: “We must insure that 
the Ocean View r people are not 
forced from their homes to 
provide for anindustrial park that 
they and I believe will never 
materialize,” Yet, on October 16, 
1973, a$ Berkeley mayor, 
Widener voted to commit 
S500,000 in city funds for the 
Industrial Park plan, and in July, 
1975, he pressured the City 
Manager into issuing iliegal 
demolition permits to destroy 
low-income housing in the Ocean 
View area, 

Community Participation: On 
April 6, 1974, Widener voted to 
violate federal guidelines and 
appoint an advisory board for 
Berkeley’s Comm unity Act ion 
lanti-poverty! Program rather 
than allow for direct elections by 
the people mvolved. From 1973 
through 1975, Widener has 
monopolized appointments to the 
city's boards and commiasions so 
that only supporters of the mayor 
and other conservative Council 
mombers were represented, 

Observers here are saying that 
more and more people T inciuding 
those who were formerly political- 
ly in active, are expressing grow- 
ing dissatisfaction against

Of 
the eight most popular sports 
only soccer — which is weli down 
the list in popularity — is played 
mainly by men. 

Thus, unlike in the West, 
Chinese sports do not separate 
the boys from the girls. They are 
not used as a covert school for 
sexism, Chinese girls develop 
their physical strength through 
athletics, and in general develop 
an active, assertive orientation 
toward both sports and life. No 
one aak® them to stand on the 
sidelines and cheer their men on 
to victory, Whether in sports or in 
work or in politics, they are fully 
involved. 

The main emphasis in Chinese 
sports is on mass participation in 
order, as Chairman Mao puts it, 
"to build up the people's 
health/ f Hundreds of millions of 
workers and peasant® are in- 
volved in program® of daily 
physical exerdse on their com¬ 
munes and factories, ïn the last 
ten years hundreds of thousands 
of basketball court® have been 
built.

Government experts have es- 
timated that au additional 15 
million people are eligihle for 
food stamps, but are unable to 
receive them because the 
recipiënt must pay cash, usuallv 
about $100, for enough food 
stamps to feed a family of five for 
a month.

ruthlessly assassinated on March 
lö r 1975, by agents of the 
Zambian govemment. acting un- 
der orders from the Rhodesian 
and South African go ver nmenls. 

Upon arriving in Lusaka for 
Chitepo's funeral, a total of 2,000 
■ZANU militants were arrested. 
Over 30 of them, particularly 
ZANU High Command members, 
were brutally tortured and forced 
to sign confessions.
